WASHINGTON, (AP)— Senator

Taft said he will call the senate 
epublican policy committee to- 


gether within the next few days 
"to study "practical ways of getting 
a complete investigation." 


The committee already has en- 


dorsed a proposal by Senator 
Ferguson (R-Mich) to set up a 24-

military and foreign policies.

WA SHINGTON, (AP) —The De- 


fense department called today for 
the draft of 1,202 doctors during 
July, August and September. 


Officials said the draft call is 


needed because there have not 
been enough volunteers 
to

medical needs. If enough doctors 


Volunteer, the present requisition 


will not be necessary, the depart- 
ment said. 


The call is for Priority one doc- 


tors—men who received medical 
education at government expense 
or were deferred from service dur- 
ing World War II to attend medi- 
cal school, and who have served 
less than 90 days in the armed 
forces. 


Only one previous call for the 


ifdra.lt of doctors under the draft 


law amendment of Sept. 5, 1950, 
has been issued. 
That call was 


made Oct. 10. At that time the 
department asked for 1,522 doc- 
tors, dentists and veterinarians. 
No one, however, was actually in- 
ducted under that call. Sufficient 
men volunteered before the induc- 
tions took place.

"In between the two major seats 


of power—the U.S.S.R. in the Easi

—Britain represents the last re< 
liable bastion of strength between 
the iron curtain and our own 
shores," Douglas said. 


He spoke at the annual luncheon 


of the Associated Press, worldwide 
news gathering cooperative. 


Douglas,'now chairman of the 


board of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Co., of New York, was ambassador 
to Britain from- 1917 until late in 
1950. 


Douglas noted that differences 


of opinion had arrisen between the 
United States and Britain over 
certain actions in the field of for- 
eign affairs. But he said that these 
were often "more differences about 
methods than about purposes." 


"If war comes," Douglas said, 


'let us be sure that it is thrust 
upon us—not precipitated by us— 
and that we have no alternative 
except submission to the tyranny 
we cannot and will not tolerate."

States and Britain, Douglas said: 


Whether it be to redress the 


>alance of power and thus, after a 
tedious period of time, produce an 
equilibrium in the world—whether 
t be to engage in another huge 
and frightful conflict before that 
equilibrium has been firmly estab- 
ished, an intimate association with 
Jritain is one of the keystones of 
the arch of the future."

GOP - Dixie Alliance Might 
Make It Easier 011 Voters 


- Sen. Karl Mundt, South Dakota Republican, and a hand- 


ful of his party colleagues are trying to promote a new politi- 
cal alignment. They want the GOP and Southern Democrats 
to join forces for the 1952 presidential campaign. 


The main ideas behind this move are these: 
1. On most domestic issues and even on some foreign 


ones, the Republicans and southern Democrats are kindred 
conservative spirits. The evidence of that is the congres- 
sional record, which reveals that the two groups vote to- 
gether frequently in a sort of loose, informal coalition. 


2. The promoters of a more formal tie-up believe that 


without it the election of a Republican as president will con- 
tinue'to be extremely difficult, if not impossible. They reason 
that a Democratic nominee who starts with the solid South 
in his pocket has an almost decisive advantage these days. 


Mundt and his friends have stirred up a complex ques- 


tion: It's as important to the Democrats as it is to the Re- 
publicans. With their southern strength, the Democrats have 
been able'.in recent elections to retain the presidency, and in 
all but 1946-1948 to keep their hold on congress. 
* 
* 
* 


Yet the existence of the deep division between the south- 


erners and the northern or Truman Democrats prevents the 
victorious party from carrying out the programs of the ad- 
ministration. Domestically, the president gets very little of 
what he wants. In the foreign field, he has had the south- 
erners with him-on his most vital demands, but more and 
more they are veering away from him here, too. 


What it amounts to is that the Democratic party func- 


tions as a real unit only in campaign periods. In 1948, of 
course, even that wasn't true, for the Dixiecrat revolt 
brought considerable defection from the regular party ranks. 


At all other times, the Democrats break into two distinct 


segments. And the administration wing of the party is, 
practically speaking, a minority, which can get programs en- 
acted only at the sufferance of its opposition. 


It's an accepted fact that trie Republicans and the south- 


ern Democrats rule congress. They have the votes to block 
anything they wish, or to put across any legislation. They 
fail only when their coalition weakens. 
* 
• 
• 


Thus for the most part the conservatives are in the sad- 


dle, and yet they do not govern. That is, they do not control 
the White House. 


A political realignment which would draw battle lines 


more clearly might seem highly desirable if it promised to 
end this virtual impasse in government. But there are many 
angles to the problem—top many for briefw discussion here. 
More than a few U. S. political experts think it's really best 
that America's major parties remain as they are—a mixture 
of conservatives and liberals on both sides. 


Whatever comes of Mundt's coalition plan, the ordinary 


citizen has a right to hope for two things in the campaign of 
1952. He ought to be given a clear choice between two 
reasonable alternatives in policy. And he should be able to 
feel that the winning party has the strength in congress to 
enact into law the programs it offers the people.

These and other questions show 
ow many people are deeply con- 
crned about excessive hair which 
tiey consider a blot on their looks.

Why 
ome women have more than oth- 
rs is hard to say, though it is 
ften blamed partly on inheritance. 
What are the alternatives for a 


voman who has so much hair that 
t interferes with her peace of 
nind ?

Then there arc the temporary 


hings such as shaving (this tends 
o thicken the hair 
in 
time), 


teaching or dying the hair to 
make it less conspicuous, remov- 
ng it with a wax or some other 
ubstance which pulls it out by the 
ots, or rubbing the hairs off.

known device for rubbing the hairs 
off wrote me in distress when I 
did not indicate approval of this 
method on a previous occasion.

Then there are the permanent 


methods of hair removal. One of 
them, X-ray, has been warned 
against by skin specialists and 
official medical organizations be- 
cause of the dangers.

Governor Optimistic Over 
Prospects for Road Funds 


SPRINGFIELD, (AP) — Gov. 


Stevenson expressed, optimism last 
night that the legislature will vote 
a two cent gasoline tax increase 
:or improving the road system.

scribed radio talk, "The omens in 
the legislature for some worth- 
while action are good."

Theres a Paradox in Nehru's 
Plan for Indian Birth Control

A strange paradox lies behind 


the 
announcement by India's 


Prime Minister Nehru that he fa- 
vors birth control to 
curb 
his 


country's growing population and 
help solve the food crisis. 


India's population is 362,000,000 


and it is increasing at the rate of 
4.000,000 yearly. 
Premier Nehru 


says that in the famine areas at 
least 25,000,000 are existing 
on 


food rations well below subsis- 
tence levels. The U. S. ^congress 
is now considering the sending of 
some $95,000,000 worth of food to 
India to help this famine crisis. 


Old Problem 
* 


The paradoxical aspect rests in 


the fact that, apart frojn the cur- 
rent famine areas, India always 
has had many millions of under- 
privileged people 
who 
literally 


never have known what it was to 
be without hunger. In order to 
remedy this deficiency a British 
commonwealth program already is 
unde. way for vast improvement 
of agricultural resources. 
v 


This program of course has the 


humanitarian object of reducing 
Inmger and thus improving gen- 
eral health conditions. But such 


an improvement naturally means J 
a higher birth rate and less infant 
mortality. 
Such an increase in 


population under current circum- 
stances would always keep under- 
rourishmcnt in the driver's seat. 


Unusual Circumstance 


That, I take it, must be the un- 


usual circumstance back of Mr. 
Jsehru's statement on birth con- 
trol. Population and food facili- 
ties must balance. 
Anyone who 


has spent much time in India, a& 
T have, can have a sympathetic 
understanding of this problem of 
1 abies versus bushels of grain. In- 
ouguration of birth control in In- 
dia is perhaps 
easier 
proposed 


than carried out. 


Tht population of India is main- 


;y Hindu, although there also are 
a good many Moslems. Both these 
icligions forbid the use of contra- 
optives.

advocates rawing the age limit for 
girls.

drawings. 


As he saw it the present ^A-bomb 


is as big as a living room. Its 
shape _is like the hot water tank 
in your basement, length about 
20 feet, diameter 9 to 10 feet. Nose 
rounded. 
Tail slightly tapered, 


but stubby, and fitted with four 
wings. 


The trigger is set in the tall, and 


Berryman says it is about the 
size of an umbrella stand. 


The bomb was 
not 
actually 


dropped. Berryman does not say 


whether it was really live, or only 
the dummy whose exteriar is that 
of the A-bomb and whose weight 
and interior balance are the same. 


Berryman says the weight is 


10.000 pounds. 
This is much 


lighter than many of the unofficial 
estimates that have been pub- 
lished. 


The airmen call the bomb The 


Thing, The Panic, The Ostrich 
Egg and just The Bomb. Berry- 
man says there 
are 
hundreds 


trained for atomic bombing. He 
quotes an unidentified officer on 
accuracy of the drops. This of- 
ficer said a person might order it 
dropped on the front step or in the 
back yard. 


The run which Berryman took 


was to an American city, not 
named, but a fair sample of a 
Russian city target. He said he 
took off from Hunter air force 
base at Savannah.

25th place and about three per 
cent cheaper than the average of 
the 33 cities.

World Wai^ I, the British Tommies 
took it over, substituted "old sol- 
diers" for "kind words," and sang 
it while marching through France.

Then anotlier song of the old 


soldier was discovered, lurking 
somewhere in the pre-World War 
I era. This one gets a little How- 
cry, but works on the same gen- 
eral plan:. 


Old soldiers never die. 
They simply fade away 
Even as you and I 
Upon a summer's day. 
That's why they never die 
0 They simply fade away. 


It was either one of these ver- 


sions that was introduced to West 
Point, where it was picked up 
and 
remembered .by a

nation of Al Smith, had been in 
declining health for several yean.

After divorcing himself from the 


party in 1928 and campaigning 
throughout the south for Smith'» 
opponent, Republican Herbert 
Hoover, Heflin suffered his first 
political defeat in 1930.

Democrats kept him off their 


ticket that year, bringing up a 
pledge requiring candidates to 
swear they hadn't openly opposed 
the party's nominee in the pre- 
ceding general election. 


A fiery figure, noted orator, 


and an unrelenting champion of 
white supremacy,, Heflin was out- 
spoken in his criticism of "the 
wolves of Wall street," Tammany 
hall, the Roman Catholic hlerachjC 
and the "liquor interests." For con- 
stantly 
campaigning for better 


cotton prices, he was named "Cot- 
ton Tom." 


In May, 1904, Heflin first was 


elected to congress to fill the un- 
expired 
term 
of 
Charles 
W. 


Thompson. He was reelected eight 
successive times before resigning 
Nov. 1, 1920. 


The next day he was elected to-, 


fill the unexpiied senate term oi>* 
the late 'John Bankhead.
